This would affect many of the stu- 
dents at the University who are Gov- 
ernment clerks and who augment 
their Government salaries by outside 
work. ' 

Even Congressmen could not con- 
duct their law practices, or other busi- 
nesses back home. It would also se- 
riously hamper the national defense 
work of the Government by prevent- 
ing the employment of scientific ex- 
perts who are employed by outside 
concerns, is the opinion of Clephane 
and Clephane. Under this prohibi- 
tion.
